1920. and residing at #7 Via S. Periinale, Rama* The oouple arrived 
on is May 1944, and were lodged st the Hotel dells Palme, Paleme. 

The identity card shown by LUCIANO was a tessera postals #637484, 
issued In Sme on 6 Marsh 1944* while Virginia MASSA had identity card 
#13827966, lies issued in Reas, dated 14 April 1944. 

4, on 24 #sne 1946# his mistress, Virginia MASSA, departed for 
Rene via Naples end LUCIANO left by car. License #P, A, 9026, for 
Settecannoll "Gargano FarwP, near Palermo, to stay with his sister, Rosa* 
He returned to Rom after a week. 

7* At the Hotel delle Paine, Luciano, on his first trip to Palermo 
19 April 1944* was accompanied by an Italiaa-American, a member of Coast 
Guard, U. S. Navy, by the name of Gaetano MARTINO. Martino soon departed 
and was navsr seen again. 
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
